Key  Provisions  of  the  Initiative: 

1.  Measure  HHH  is  a  general  obligation  bond  up  to  $1.2B  that 
will  create  permanent  supportive  housing,  affordable  housing 
and  facilities  for  homeless  individuals  such  as  temporary 
shelters  and  storage  facilities. 

2.  The  bond  will  be  secured  by  an  increase  in  property  taxes, 
issued  over  a  ten-year  period  and  repaid  from  2019-2046.  The 
average  tax  rate  will  be  $9.84  per  $100,000  in  property 
valuation.  We  know  it  is  43%  cheaper  to  house  someone  than  to 
leave  them  on  the  streets. 

3.  The  bond  requires  2/3  voter  approval. 

4.  Bond  proceeds  cannot  be  used  to  finance  any  services  or 
operations.  All  proceeds  must  be  directed  to  new  facilities.

It  creates  a 
seven-member  Citizen  Oversight  Committee  with  four  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  three  members  appointed  by  the 
City  Council.
